The Ontario city council auth- 
'orized the building cf a sewage 
plant to accomodate a population 
of 40,000 at a cost of nearly 


$350,000 at its meeting last night. 
28 per cent 
ownership in this plant. 
According to the tentative plans 
presented by City Manager Har- 


old Martin, ‘this first building 
would actually be cne of two 
units, the second being added 
when the need wvecomes appar- 
ent. The old sewage plant will 
be kept as is in order to have 
it available for emergency use 
at any time. 

It was pointed out by Mr. 


Martin that although this would 
be only one half of the plant 
that might be needed in 10 years 
from now, it would be a com- 
plete plant in itself and would be 
sufficient to take care of the 
needs of both Upland and On- 
tario and all present industrial 
wastes or any other obligations 
that the city of Ontario may have 
incurred for the future. 

While the building of two 
separate buildings will cost 9% lit- 
tle more than the construction of 
a larger sewage plant now, the 
council felt that it would be bet- 
ter to pay the difference rather 
than risk over-expansion during 
a period of economic uncertain- 
ity. 

The plans are so arranged so 
that if an additional plant is 
needed it can be easily added 


@ 


i. to the one which is contemplated 


now with a minimum amount of 
expense. 

The entire cost of the plant 
will not be borne by Ontario and 
Upland since one-half of the total 
expense will be paid by state 
funds.

$800,000 FOR LIQUOR. Rep- 
resentative Edward H. Rees is 
still fighting the wasteful ex- 
penditure of your and my taxes 
for liquors by: the State Depart- 
ment. The Appropriation bill 
came up on May 2 and carried 
an item of $800,000. Represen- 
tative Rees said: 


“The item is described in the 
bill as ‘representation.’ It is an 
item for expenditure to buy li- 
quor to entertain foreigners 
abroad. Only about three years 
ago this item was $200,000 or 
$250,000. Then it grew ‘to 
$400,000. Last year the item 
was $585,000 and our represen- 
'tatives seemed to run out of 
liquor before the end of the 
year—or I believe one of the 
members stated it ‘cost more 
money—so they added $28,000 
and made it something more 
than $600,000. Representatives 
of the State Department now 
say it takes more than a mil- 
lion dollars. The Bureau of the 
Budget said: ‘We will make it 
$900,000. And now our com- 
mittee says: ‘We will make it 
$800,000. As a matter of fact, 
the distinguished member of 
the committee, the distinguish- 
ed Member Stefan of Nebraska, 
is entitled to credit for demand- 
ling the cut of $100,000. So the 
bill provides for $800,000, al- 
most a million dollars to be 
spent for liquor. 


About the best one can say 
for it is that the thing has be- 
come a sort of ‘racket’ and at 
a time when the thousands of 
bushels of grain used for mak- 
ing the liquor is needed for food 
to save starving people in oth- 
er parts of the world. It is a 
disgrace to waste the grain th 
this manner.
